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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment(s), filed on 12/12/2006, have been entered and made of record. Claims 

1. 3-13, 15-16, 19, and 22-25 are pending. Claims 2, 14, 17-18, 20, and 21 have been canceled. 

2. The Terminal Disclaimer, filed on 01/05/2007, has been approved. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1, 3-13, 15-16, 19, and »-25 are allowed. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Claim 1 is allowed because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a portable, 

foldable electronic device comprising an opened use and a closed use positions, said device 
comprising at least: wherein the first and the second housing parts are arranged to move away 
from the third housing part by using said hinge mechanism before opening in said opened use 
position, and wherein the first and the second housing parts, when placed against each other, 
are arranged, upon closing in said closed use position, to be partly inserted in the third housing 
part by using said hinge mechanism to reduce the outer dimensions of the device, in combination 
with the other claimed features. 

Claims 3-12 and 19-21 are allowed because they are dependent on claim 1. 

Claim 13 is allowed because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a handle 
arrangement for a portable, foldable electronic device comprising two or more use positions and 
comprising at least two housing parts foldable in relation to each other and a hinge mechanism 
arranged for connecting and folding the first and the second housing parts in relation to each 
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other, wherein the handle arrangement comprises a handle-like third housing part arranged for 
holding the device on a user's palm in the different use positions, said third housing part 
comprising at least: wherein for reducing the outer dimensions of the device, the handle 
arrangement is arranged to store said hinge mechanism in a movable manner and at least partly 
inside the third housing part, wherein the first and second housing parts connected to said hinge 
mechanism are configured to move away from the third housing part before opening in an 
opened use position, in combination with the other claimed features. 
Claim 15 is allowed because it depends on claim 13. 

Claim 16 is allowed because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a handle 
arrangement for a portable, foldable electronic device comprising two or more use positions and 
comprising at least two housing parts foldable in relation to each other and a hinge mechanism 
arranged for connecting and folding the first and the second housing parts in relation to each 
other, wherein the handle arrangement comprises a handle-like third housing part arranged for 
holding the device on a user's palm in the different use positions, said third housing part 
comprising at least: wherein the handle arrangement is arranged to insert one of said one 
housing parts at least partly in the third housing part, in combination with the other claimed 
features. 

Claim 23 is allowed because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a portable, 
foldable electronic device comprising an opened use and a closed use position, said device 
comprising at least: the electronic display comprises a partial display arranged on the inner 
wall of the first housing part and a partial display arranged on the inner wall of the second 
housing part, which are arranged for presenting information in at least two orientations 
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transverse to each other for a vertical and a horizontal position of the device, in combination 
with the other claimed features. 

Claim 24 is allowed because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a portable, 
foldable electronic device comprising an opened use and a closed use position, said device 
comprising at least: the electronic image sensor means comprise a turnable camera arm 
extending from the third housing part in between the first and the second housing parts, and 
wherein the first and the second housing parts are provided with a space and a transparent 
housing for the camera arm and for protecting the camera arm, in combination with the other 
claimed features. 

Claim 25 is allowed because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a portable, 
foldable electronic device comprising an opened use and a closed use position, said device 
comprising at least: wherein the CMT interface comprises an electronic display arranged on at 
least one of said two adjacent walls, and wherein said electronic display is arranged for 
presenting data and information to the user in the closed use position of the device, in 
combination with the other claimed features.
